Navy Officials Believe That Capt. Clark Will Take 
Care of His Ship. 
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WASHINGTON, May 16.—One of the guesses as to the purpose of the Spar- 
ish fleet is that it will try to intercept and destroy or capture the Oregon, now on 
the way north, somewhere on Atlantic Coast of South America. 

The cutting of the cab een St. Lucia-and St. Vincent? British West Indies, 
prevents,any communication between the United States and St. Vincent, Barbadoes, 
Grenada, Demerara and Trinidad. 

The Oregon, accompanied by the other two war vessels, is thought to be off the 
extreme eastern coast of Brazil, making rapidly for the West Indies, and has now 
been five days out of reach of communication. 

Charles Edgar Clark, captain of the Oregon, was born in Vermont and was 
appointed from his native State in 1860 to the Naval Academy, from which he 
graduated in 1863 as ensign. He first served on the steam sloop Ossipee, which was 
with the Western blockading squadron in the Gulf of Mexico during the last year of 
the war, and participated in the battle of Mobile Bay, August 5, 1864, and the bom- 
bardment of Fort Morgan two weeks later. 

Ensign Clark was commissioned as Master, Nov. 10, 1866, on the steamer Van- 
derbilt, which was at the Pacific station until 1867, in February of which year he 
gained his second promotion to a lieutenancy. His progress was rapid. A little 
over a year later he was contmissioned as Lieutenant Commander of the steamer 
Suwanee, which was wrecked in 1868. 

While holding this rank he successively served on the receiving ship Vandalia 
at Portsmouth, N. H., the Seminole and, later, the ironclad Dictator with the North 
Atlantic squadron, 

From 1870 to 1873 he was stationed at the Naval Academy, except for a practice 
cruise taken in 1871. Again in 1874 he was attached to the North Atlantic squadron 
as Lieutenant-Commander of the ironclad Mohapac. Then for three years he 
was stationed with the Asiatic squadron, filling the duties of his rank successively 
on the steamers Hartford and Monocacy and for a time on the ill-fated Kearsarge. 

In I8s7 he was ordered to duty in the Boston Navy Yard, where he remained 
until 1850, and in 1881 he was on the training ship New Hampshire. 

In November, 1881, he was commissioned Commander. With this rank he con- 
tinued handling the training ship New Hampshire until late in 1883, when he 
served on torpedo station for a short periodt. For the following three years he was 
in command of the steamer Ranger engaged in survey of the North Pacifié. 

Commander Clark\then became Lighthouse Inspector for four years and served 
at Mare Island Nm Yard from May, 1891, to September, 1893, when he was 
given command of the Mohican. 

His next assignment was as captain of the battleship Oregon, which was at- 
tached to Commodore Dewey's Asiatic squadron until just before the outbreak of 
the present war, when it was detached and ordered back for protection of the Atlantic 
seaboard, Upon arrival at Key West the Oregon may be attached to the command 
of either Acting Admiral Sampson or Commodore Schley. 

Capt. Clark saw enough real war service to prove him cool and brave. He has 
been in nearly all service tending to completely fit a naval officer for high com- 
mand, and he is noted as a disciplinarian of the highest character.

ALL SPANISH BATTERIES IN 
CUBAN PORTS MUST BE SILENCED. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Admiral § Sampede has reported to the Navy Department from 
Cape Haytien, and the department says he now will go to Cienfuegos. This announcement can- 
not be fully relied upon, from the fact that the Navy Department will not of course make public 
the movements of Sampson’s fleet. 

It is believed to be the plan of. Admiral Cervera to keep out of the way of the fleets and 
turn his entire attention to light war craft and merchantmen. This he can perhaps do by rea- 
son of his superior speed. Coast cities may be attacked in pursuance of this plan. 

It is announced to-day that President McKinley has abandoned his peaceful blockade idea. 

Orders have been cabled to the commanders of the various squadrons of the blockading 


fleet that will give them an opportunity to turn their ships loose on all fortifications along the 
Cuban coast. 

Every Cuban port protected by batteries will be attacked and the bombardment will be| 
kept up until Spanish guns are silenced and all gunboats are sunk. 

The Navy Department takes with great allowance the report that the Spanish strategists 
have succeeded in sending a second squadron, under Admiral Villamil, to the West Indies, and 
that it is off Martinique. Even if the alleged information did not bear the suspicious earmark of 
a Madrid date, the department would not be surprised to hear that Admiral Villamil, as well as 
Admiral Cervera, was with the Spanish force in the Carribean Sea. The fact that the report came 
from Madrid satisfies the officials here that this is another Spanish ruse to center our attention 
on Martinique while their ships have passed westward. The report has it that Admiral Villamil 
has with him the cruisers Cisneros, Cataluna and Princess de Asturlas. It is not known, however, 
that Villamil is not the admiral of these ships and that at least one of them, the Cisneros, is on the 
other side of the water. 


HUNTING SPAIN’S. VANISHING FLEET. 


Sampson Has Scouts at the Passages and Will Try to Overtake the 
Spaniards. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Across the Caribbean Sea, from east to west, is about 1500 
miles on a direct line from Martinique to the Central American coast. The width of the sea from 
north to south varies from 500 to 1000 miles, It is on this body of water that Sampson hopes to 
find the Spanish fleet. 

If the Spaniards are heading for Havana they may skirt the Central American and Mexican 
coast and pass into the waters of the Gulf through the Yucatan Channel, thence around the west 
end of Cuba to Havana. 

It is not regarded as at all probable that Admiral Cervera will attempt to pass out into the 
Atlantic through the passages separating Cuba from Hayti or San Domingo from Porto Rico. 

While the Caribbean Sea is a good-sized ocean, naval strategists here think that he will be 
“found” in this sea and be forced to give battle. 

The Naval War Board was in communication with Rear Admiral Sampson all day Sunday. 
Scouts were going in and out of ports, receiving from and sending dispatches to Washington. 

The department is aware that the Spanish fleet left Curacoa last night and believe it sailed 
for Cuba. Admiral Sampson, by going through the Windward Passage, may head off the Spanish 
fleet. 

If the fleet should change its course and go back to Martinique or proceed north to Porto 
Rico, via the Mena Passage, Sampson’s scouts, which have been stationed at the north entrance of 
the passage and off the coast of Martinique, will sail for the fleet with the information and Admiral 
Sampson will follow them. 

The cruiser Yale is watching off St. Pierre and the St. Louis is at the entrance of Mona Pas- 
sage. Should the Spanish sail through the Caribbean for Cuba it is believed the battle will occur 
by Tuesday morning. 

In order to avoid meeting Sampson it is pointed out that the Spaniards may put back out 
of range, and in that event it may be a week before the opposing fleets engage in battle. 

Commodore Schley with his Flying Squadron is now sailing at full speed toward Havana to 
intercept the fleet should it succeed in avoiding Admiral Sampson. Commodore Schley is about 
200 miles south of Charleston, and is expected to arrive off Havana some time taday. To guard 
against the capture or destruction of the small ships now doing blockade duty around Cuba, 
orders have been sent to Commodore Watson to withdraw the ships that are blockading distant

SPANISH FLEET SAILS FROM CURACOA 


WILLIAMSTAD, Curacoa, May 16.—The Spanish cruisers V izcaya and Maria Teresa left 
this port at 6 o’clock last evening. Their destination is unknown. The four other Spanish war- 
ships which were off the harbor disappeared about noon, but later one of the torpedo boat de- 
stroyers was sighted again. 

*While here the warships took on a small quantity of coal and provisions. Their departure 
was due to our Government’s requesting them to leave as provided in the decree of neutrality. 

There were no colliers with the fleet. Nothing is known as to their boilers. A rumor says 


there are some commercial ships in this vicinity.

HONG KONG, China, May 16.—Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo, formerly one of the insurgent 
leaders in the Phillipines, is here, and active negotiations are in progress by cable be. 
tween him and President McKinley. I have reason to believe that Gen. Aguinaldo is 
seeking to arrange for the future government of the Philippines by a native admin- 
istration under a United States protectorate. 

There is a good deal of dissension among the rebel factions. Some of them are ne- 
gotiating with the American Admiral, while others are treating with the Spanish aue 
thorities, 

Whether Gen. Aguinaldo has influence enough to reconcile these differences and to 
induce the insurgents to pursue a common policy is an open question. 

Admiral Dewey has taken on board his vessels 120 tone of coal from the J. B, 
Throop, 1000 from the Honolulu and 300 from the Austria, all three British ships, 

Mr. Williams, the American Consul, landed at Cavite last week, after the evacuation 
by the Spanish garrison, and was received with great enthusiasm by the insurgents, who 
had hastened to occupy the town. He was followed through the streets by a crowd 
of two thousand people shouting “Viv& los Americanos!” 

There is no sign yet that the Spanish authorities in Manilla are prepared to capitue 
late. It is evident that city can only be reduced by bombardment or famine. 

The Spanish inhabitants, fearing bombardment, have been seeking safety in the 
suburbs, taking with them their furniture and personal property. They have been 
followed by many British and German families. 

In the business quarters the buildings are covered with the flags of various nation- 
alities—the British colors predominating—chiefly in order to distinguish other foreigners 
from the Spaniards, in the event of the ineurgents capturing the city. 

The Spaniards are convinced that the American fleet was piloted Into the bay by 
captains of British merchantman. The frank expressions of sympathy with the 
United Gtates appearing in the English newspaper published here and in other 
towns of the East, tend to accentuate the iil-feeling against the British residents. 

Fortunately, the number of foreign men-of-war off Manila is constantly increasing 
and the position of the Europeans on shore is becming daily less precarious.

SPECIAL JURIES. 


The motion to set aside the verdict in the case of Gétorge 
Pickel vs. the Bell Telephone Co. was intemperate in form, but 
it contained “great gobs” of reason and common sense. 

The special jury system deserves all that is said against 
it. It is a practical denial of the right of trial by jury guar- 
anteed by the constitution, for the juries obtained under it are, 
in plain terms, packed. If they were not packed they would 
not be wanted, and would not serve the purpose for which they 
are constituted. 

The advantage given the litigant who can pay for it is one 
for which the-poor man has no equivalent. He must submit-his 
case to a jury composed of men whose social ties, business 
connections and habit of mind predispose them to credit the 
evidence in favor of a corporation rather than “that which 
makes for a poor claimant with nothing but the justice of his 
cause to plead for him.

LONDON, May 16.—The Sunday papers 
are curiously silent on Mr. Chamberlain's 
remarkable pronouncement in favor of an 
Anglo-American alliance. The Observer, 
the most influential, politically, of them, 
however, applauds Mr. Chamebrliain’s dec- 
laration on that point, while referring the 
accomplishment of his ideal to some re- 
mote contingency which has not yet 
arisen.

The real crux will come when 
the terms of peace are drafted. Then, if 
ever, the anti-American league, at which 
Count Goluchowski hinted not long ago, 
will lift its head. We deubt the substance 
of any such apparition, because the coer- 
cion of America is too big a big a busi- 
ness for practical politics, but the day that 


witnesses any combination against either 
the United States or Great Britain ought 
also to witness their consolidation into an 
Anglo-American alliance.”’ 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent had a 
conversation with one of Mr. Champberlain’s 
most trusted followers, to whom Mr. Cham- 
berlain had several weeks since opened his 
mind on the subject of an Anglo-American 


understanding, as well as on the general 
foreign policy of Great Britain. This pol- 
itician stated: 

“Chamberlain has been for the past year 
convinced that Salisbury’s foreign policy 
is steadily and inevitably leading to the 
ruin of England’s commercial supremacy 
and he is convinced that it is vital to the 
continued commercial expansion both of 
Engiand and the United States that they 
should make common cause against Eu- 
ropean combinations, Besides that, he en- 
tertains a strong view that the French pro- 
vocation in West Africa should be accepted 
by Salisbury as a casus belli, England's 
supremacy on the sea would enable her, in 
his view. to seriously cripple, if not to de- 


stroy, French naval expansion for years, 


and he regards as England's most impera- 
tive interest to weaken France that Russia 
alone would have to be dealt with in the 
far East. 

‘England's interests and those of America 
are identical in that region, and Chamber- 
lain regards their combined action there 
as the first step toward a realization of 
the Anglo-Saxon alliance. That is the 
underlying motive of his speech, although 
it was made under circumstances which 
give it the peerens of an attempt to 
oust Lord Salisbury from the foreign of- 

ce.” 


The Daily Mail’s Berlin Yspatch says that 
Chamberlain's Birmingham speech is char- 
acterized by the German press in general 
as undiplomatic, acknowledging England's 
weakness in the face of ussia, and as 
an undignified bid for America’s favor. 

The Government, evidently reserving its

lainly, the Post adding that it would have 
een better for England’s interests if the 
speech had not been delivered. The Koein- 
isch Zeitung alone described the colonial 
minister’s speech as a model of modern 
political eg and congratulates the 
orator on being a practical politician with 
modern views, speaking to the British na- 
tion with Bismarckian bluntness.,

THE STORY OF HIS HEROISM. 


Fireman Fred Bowen Tells How the 
Brave Man Stuck tu His Ergine 
and Was Killed.

The funera] services over the body of 
James Wishart, the engineer of Missouri 
Pacific mail train No. 4 who was 
killed in the collision near Jefferson City 
last Friday, were held in the chapel con- 
nected with Eberle & Keyes’ undertaking 
establishment Monday afternoon. They 
were conducted by Lodge 48 of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, the Grand 
Chaplain officiating. 

Immediately after the services were con- 
cluded the casket containing the remains 
was taken to the train by Frederick A, 
Wishart of Springfield, Mo., who will ac- 
sommany them to Welland, Canada, the 
deceased's birthplace and where his 
mother still resides. Besides the brother 
mentioned there is another, who resides 
in this city. Dempster Wishart, secretary 
of the Western Lines Mileage Bureau. 

Fred Bowen, who was fireman on No. 4 
with Wishart, tells the etory of the acci- 
dent as wollows: 

“We left Jefferson City on time, but our 
time schedule is a high one and we were 
going along at a pretty good rate when 
we struck Moreau Tunnel. We _ § slowed 
down going through, but let her out again 
as we came out into the open. 

“Just outside of the tunnel is a curve, 
which sweeps away to the left, I wae 
sitting on my box on the left side and that 


turther ahead than my partner. Jugt as 
we reached the cut, which is near the 
middle of the half circle, I caught sight 
of a locomotive. 

**My God, Jim, 
cried. 

“For a minute—the train was going nearly 
0 miles an hour—I Intended to stick to’my 
place, for I thought it was sure death any 
way. But I had scarcely given the warning 
when I heard the hiss of brakes and knew 
Jim had the airon. We slackened so rapia- 
ly it struck me that we were bumping over 
the ties, though I found out afterward we 
were not. P 

“As soon as I saw we were slowing I 
jumped and the next instant the crash came. 
As I let go the tender bar and was hurled 
onto the ground I saw Jim still standing at 
the throttle, looking straight ahead. 

“As soon as I got on my feet I started to 
go around the train to get to him, but with 
all the crowd and excitement it took me 
fully 10 minutes to doit. I found Jim lying 
in the ditch beside the track, where the 
scalding water from the boiler wag pouring 
over him. I hauled him out and then got 
the conductor to hunt up a doctor, who did 
what he could for him. 

“As near as I can figure, when the engines 
came together Jim’s feet were caught be- 
tween the boiler and the box, and he 
managed to pull himself out only to suffer 
a more painful death in the ditch of boiling 
water,’’

Judge Spencer handed down a batch of 
opinions Monday morning and among them 
were three refusing decrees of divorce. 

In the case of George Harris against 
Venita Harris the court says that the 


plaintiffs claim that he was _ forced to 
marry his wife to escape the penitentiary 
is no just plea for divorce, as he knew all 
about his wife before he married her. The 
testimony that he left his wife immediately 
after the marriage, the court says, shows 
that he did not make the proper effort to 
take care of or protect his wife as a hus- 
band should. The decree is denied. 

In the case of Annie Lane Whitsett 
against Edgar M. Whitsett the Judge says 
that the evidence was not sufficient to sat- 
isfy him that the plaintiff was an inno- 
cent and injured party as contemplated by 
the statute. He dismisses her bill with- 
out prejudice. 

In the case af Samuel Kessler against Sa- 
rah Kessler the court says it was not 
clearly shown that the plaintiff was de- 
serted by his wife, as he wasin New York 
and she was in Chicago at the time of the 
alleged desertion, and the evidence did 
not plainly show that it was she who was 
the deserter.
